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The preliminary amendment received 3/24/04 has been entered and claims 8-17 
are currently pending in this application. The substitute specification and abstract are 
acceptable. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 8-13, 16, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for growing AR42J cells with a substance, does 
not reasonably provide enablement for growing any cells. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

The entire scope of the claims has not been enabled because: 

1. Quantity of experimentation necessary would be undue because of the large 
proportion of inoperative cells claimed. 

2. Amount of direction or guidance presented is insufficient to predict which cells 
encompassed by the claims would work. 

3. Presence of working examples are only for a single specific cell type and extension to 
other cells has not been specifically taught or suggested. 
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4. The nature of the invention is complex and unpredictable. 

5. State of the prior art indicates that most related cells would not work for the claimed 
functions. 

6. Level of predictability of the art is very unpredictable. 

7. Breadth of the claims encompasses an innumerable number of cells. 

8. The level of one of ordinary skill in this art is variable. 

In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988) 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Each of the following applies in all occurrences. 

Claim 8 is directed to a process but contains only an isolating step which is 
incomplete and does not refer to how it is isolated. Claim 12 is directed to proliferating 
cells but lacks such a step. In claim 15 FCS should be spelled out in the first 
occurrence.
